I climbed Jtteps at the aide 
of the chapel, clambered 
over the triple-arched roof to 
the carved marble b*Q- 
tower, and looked at the 
bland of Mykonoi ^spread 
out belfjw. The windmilLi 
turned, ?^ow]y grinding the 
meagre load of com brought 
there by the donkeys. Ships 
bobbed in the harbor. The 
monastery is deserted now, 
and abimdoned except for a 
caretaker who leiMls the 
flowers and the midbcoy 
trees, 

I continued my^ walk to 
Kalafati Beach admiring the 
wildflowers — blue everlast- 
ing.^ red poppies^ tiny pink 
daisi^i^ wild white orchids, 
and camc^mile. The ground 
not under ciitfjvation is 
smothered livilh them. On 
May l ihey are gathered and 
made into garlands and htuig 
over the front lintel. 

There they hang for 50 
days, and then they ar« biitut 
in a collective bonfire while 
the islanders dance and sing 
around h.

The ihuitered windoiw led 
on to a narrow^ wooden 
balcony, which encircled the 
hotise and overlooked a small 
vineyand and flower garden, 
A stone wall aumuunded the 
cottage and gentle-faced 
sheep nibbled at the bauL 
door.

Tender^ garden-ficib CARROTS are 
1 great auet for salad* u well as for hot 
m^ls.

Tliey gr^jw ideally in leed- 
boxes or large pots, needing only a 
couple of inchei of loU. Plenty of 
moiiliire is needed, but this n easy to 
tzuintain, as they can be grovm in tool, 
shaded positions, 

Sow thickly, using about a teaApoon 
of iccd lo the square foot. Harvest 
wiUi scissors, cutting just above ground 
level when the plants arc 2 or Sin. 
high. I'or a coniinuoui supply, sow a 
bow each week. 

ONIONS are niceflt in salads when 
itnmatiiTc, From about jjefieil-thi^kni^ 
they make an excellent subatitutc for 
shaJlotfi. and even at half this sue are 
pieplant chopped and added lo |X}tato 
iir rice salad.

Iti moat Staid JcgiiJatioD pr meets the 
buyers agaiiut car^ ihat are rneehoAicat 
decent ntps, htit wilh carjt that are /ust 
suffering from weair and tear the pritt- 
ciple u still c^vfat £mfftoT — "I f t the 
buyer licware." Either the buyer or 
the nuHorlng association must check 
for fcgruovcd tyreii, enguie wiair^ ex* 
peosive uoui&[ in transoiisaioa or 
drivcline, brake condiUonj front-end 
conditiiifn, and $o pti. 
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If the car needs work on it, tiaLaar<! 
th'm againit the price of the car. li'i 
■nirpriuA^ huw you can bargain with a 
uiedHjjar dealer on matters of work to 
be done, regtutration, and ^ on. 

Ojnct y<ju have settled oil final prkt\ 
ccjW, and delivery (if it's a n^- rHr}» 
then — and only then— -ask for your 
irade-fn to Ixr valued This It the job 
of the assessor — the real bucks-do^n^ 
sharp operator of ihtf tar business- In 
a new-ear dealersihip^ the asse5fflf>r grner- 
ally runs their uaed-ear outlet. He must 
know Jwiw tu turn a quick diillar. ao he 
will try for all the cluea he can to 
reach the Jciwe^t offer you will accepl. 
He wiil axk the desman if youVe buy- 
ing on term J or not, and if you are 
he'll ask you if your pre^eivt car iq on 
HP and what the payout figure Lt. With 
thi3<' two facts he can adjust Ids offer 
so you get just enougft dosc ihc 
saIc no mure. 

Another ganibh is to ask you what 
price ymi want; \*'hen you tell him he 
will either shake hii head and mutter, 
which mean ji's Irss than he ejtpectcd 
tu pay, or laugh sarca.itically, which 
meam a'& just a little too high.

Mo^ 
dealer service departments are gefierous 
tu a fault vrith warranty, ao dl^'t push 
your lurk. 

Deitpiie all thii, the budness of 
choo^in^ the right c^r fur you comes 
back to ymt. Your ivelectioti will 
probably be an amalgam of what you 
have read, wh.ic your friends have told 
ynu, what the taxi companies uacj, how 
certain cars have fared in tnntor sport, 
what advertisements appear,^ what fuVe 
and power you wajit^ and a hundred 
ofher thin|s. 

• Status symbol 

Too many people: buy a big car 
because to tkem »iic means presti^ 
and a car it to many the best outward 
measure of relative njccesa. A man 
who drives to town five tlays a week, 
has a ihort run with Ihe wife and 
two ehiJdrcn on Sundays, and go^s on 
holiday.; only oiice a year hardly needs 
a f7fL-lotig VB-ejiginecI six-seater than 
does l^ mpjr. 

You need (o take a hard, hooe,^ 
look at your needs, reject eg^fla tiering 
ideas of prestige, and buy ihe car that 
does the job you want. Sure^ ihai^s easy 
to say, and harder to do, because a 
car is ,so 114 qch a personal expression of 
cine*s personality. BsjI make a stab ai 
It, 

Ydii must decide whether you need a 
wagon or a sedan, whr flier atitouiatjc 
or manual transmuaiun (and here it a 
cold fact that a driver'n ref^esces start 
deteriorating after 35 and he is jeniihle 
to think about an autc^atic tliat alluw* 
him to divert more aitentlun to other 
areat of driving), wiiether bucket or 
b«?ch Bcat, what sisw engine, how much 
boot room^ two or four doors^ and ^ 
on. 

When it comei to color, a man wilt 



Cick die one tiuit s easiest to keep deans 
Ail a woman slmpiy pick* the one she 
likes, ju5t as she will re/ert an out- 
standing ear b«c^u>ie she doesn't think 
the i^ylLng is attractive^ But color can 
mean a diflercncc of $lCXl in the 
eventual trade-in. The most popular 
color — white - — is alwayji a aoiind

The first rssmtial Li lo rnilLiie that a 
car is only a man-made device—a meraJ 
box with a whtd at each comer thai 
ubeyK kriQwn ruJes of dynamics and 
twhavicfur, A crt, by ks^lf. doea not 
often, "go out of controL'* The drivpr 
nUowjs h to grt opt of his roiitroJ. 
Ideally, th« driver lausl be smooth in 
oil hi^ uiiav£!mcnti^ nkm-rphixcd, abk 
lo ciJricentiate at vt?ry high kvds for 
lung pcriode, and a hi? la h^dlr any* 
thing ai all thni hi.* rar doe». If be has 
to make a violenl niovi^tMt^ he hai 
made a misiakif. 

• Out of balancB 

HANDLING r Tkis covers the whole 
ypectnun of ciir road behaviour^ but is 
gencrdlly taken to oican eoracrijig 
behaviour. It com« dov^n really to 3 
ifirhniquf ctF cm^ baLuicj^. A tar ij at 
jta most ttable hJiqi it jj running^ with 
its fro«t wheels dead ahead, with power 
$omp^ to the driving whccb. Jt h 
unfifabJe under bnakes^ when the front 
Vfhrcb as^ime rno great aji angle ^ when 
rksnging gears, ot when on a cJoaed 
ihrnltle. 

When liicy built the roadjt, of couritc, 
ihvy put comers m them, for refl^nx 
which eacapc tnc Rvmctiincs. But In 
thoiC ccimrrs the ideal is to keep pow<"r 
on thfough \he driving whcclg for S3 
lung possible, to keep ihr (mnt -wheel 
jficering angles m »ma]L aa pt^ibl?, and 
to Lhu5 avoid ducturbing the balance of 
the rar. 

Mujit drivers take comers by following: 
the path <fl the curv'c. Thi* itself 
unbalance! die car,, bccau,«e all care 
either undenileer or <ivcrslecr. In other 
words, ihcy either widen the raidiujt of a 
turn nr niitroit^ it. Too UiUch of cither 



£:aiii<es the wheels At one tnd or the 
otlir; ta \uie adliQiuti and Atart to slide. 
Too much steering wbeel or too much 
speed in a comer in an tinderMeering 
car can cause the front wheeii to start 
Alidinf. The same in an o^^rsteering 
car will mat*? the rear break away." 

Expert drivers "straighten" every 
comer by stju^ting ai wide ai poraible 
atid finishing as wide as poitsible, within 
the HmiLj of road surface, renirc-linc 
iiiurkmg^, Of other Traffic. The 
straight tr the line thrrjugh a fomer ihe 
Icaa the front wberls ituiaE be turu^ 
and the smoother the path. It alio 
means ihat power can be applied earlier, 
AS the from wheels are nearer ro beirig 
itT^^ighl ah^fad. 

You can write books about romering 
tcrhniqut — and sevcml vf ry good onea 
have been written — and talk about 
apexes, acid llties of entiy, and throule 
control, but this can bog down in an 
area of reeltnicaliitlf} that really inier^t 
only the dedicated. But it all rfitunu 
to the same principle — keep the car 
bn lanced by straightening the romers 
as much us pOi^sibk and by keepkij? 
power, however slight, on the ground 
for as long ai possible. 

THE SKID, or SLIDE: T^ inm 
drivers Ehejie arc terrifying. 

Jlut they are usually very itEnpte^ 
things to control. Good drivers some- 
limcs use the skid deliberately to make 
for faster cornering, particularly in 
rallying. The main thing h to catch it 
quirkly — jind not to brake. Braking 
nialtes it worse. 

The maa^l cojnmon skid is lite rear- 
end sl'idt^ which can catch you on wet 
bitumen nr lame gravel; on dry road if 
you are going fijt enuu|k The riar of 
{Jic car Elid'ea {lucward; in odier wordi, 
if you are turning the wheel left, the 
rear wheel yfiU iJide right, and vice 
yciaa- You "forget" where the front of 
the car ifj going and simply apply 
"V'Ppoiite lock/' Ihat Is, you turn the 
wheel the other way,, in the direction 
the rear of die car ut sdiding. 

Do jt quickly and positively , and be 
ready to straighten the wheel ^ the 
car cniraes back into Hne. Put on too 
much correct Jon and the car will slide 



the other way. For the novice thb can 
develop into a series of over-corrected 
slides, which can get qaitn out of hand. 

Uiiiiig power in a slide or selecting 
another gear do«£n't alter tht itituatipn 
toa inuclL The basic need it for quick 
steering corrcrtioti. Vou ran go out 
and practise this on an open Looie dirt 
surface widi no ol^tacles arotmd and 
do it quite safely. The car won't ium 
over uiilcss you jump on the brakes nr 
lose your head. Once you have done 
thin only a few tirnoi it will hold no> 
terrors any more. 

A front-end slide ii a different sort 
of drarna. Luckily it happens a lot Ic^s 
frtc) uently than A tear-wbtel siide^ for 
whirV we may all give thanks^ A front- 
end "lose" is complicated to tmravel 
berauM? when lie front wheselj lose 
adhedon you have no ^le^rini; with 
whirh to correct. A typical situattoji for 
losa of front-end adhesion 15 a itnam 
of water running acro.w an otherwise 
dry road, or under hand bmking into a 
comer on a wet or Inwe surface. The 



rractt<^a ia lhat when you turn the 
wheel the car goes straight ahead^ and 
Etays that way 00 matter what you 
dn with the whceL 

To get tiu3 lot back inio diape you 
liavc lomehow to break adheaion at 
the rear to get the car into a r<^r-end 
slide, for the moment this liappeiu 
you will get back steering on die 
front wheelau To break the rear loose 
in such a ai Illation needs 1 big excess 
of jwwer Or a handbrake wh'idi will 
lock the rear wheels. Howei^er, all this 
hftii u> be done iitftantly and expertly, 
and w not fef:om mended for the tyro. 

An Ofduiarjr' front or rear slide can 
Atari when a car locks one whcd or 
another in hard braking* but this can 
generally be stopped by getting off the 
blokes, 

fiRAKINO: Nothing unbaknf^es a 
car more tliim braking, and most 
drivers use the brak&i fkr 100 uujch. 
.Speed judgment, comer osejsim^r. 
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^nd dijitsmre evaluatJon arc all factors 
which can cu( down yoiir use o( brakes 
to the minLinum. 

Properly, you aliould uae the brakes 
oai^c before a comer, snd ©net only, 
for tht hriefent pasjiblr time, 

Sftoic popular front- wlied -drive can 
gRi very unbaE^LC«d under bntklrtir^ 
parTicularly do^ahiLl on wet or looja! 
ro&ds, while some other conventional 
cars tend to lofck up cme or both rear 
wh«l$ under even modern t^Iy heavy 
braltiDg. Very few- cars, in fact — only 
the Iiigh4?rai Grand Touring or 
jporti r^Fs — ■ wiSl accept Ul3<rrties 
taken during broking. 

There is cmc ba^c mlc: Never brake 
nnlcs the car is in a straight line. 
Braking with the from wheel* turned 
evmn the J!malle<(i; degree is just asking 
for trouble. Hie exfK^rti get away with 
it^ "but t^c ordinary driver can't. Gel 
all your braking over and done with 
an you *el up for the comer. 

BrakiRg on wet roads,, gravely or icy 
rn^dA dematitk a lot of judgnirjit and 
JirK^ue. Thia ts mainly because wheels 
iwill lock much earlier, and al.w becau^ 
in some ca.^^ they will stay lock^d^ 
no mailer what die driver docs. If the 
from wheels lock, the car wiU tend to 
run ^raighi abe^d at the comer, and 
if the rears l<}ck it wli] want 
exchange ends- 

• Useful trick 

A very nscful trirk, developed in 
racing but very handy on the road, is 
the hcsJ-ioc technique of changing down 
through the gears while braking at the 
same time. You do this Uy roUtng the 
fide of I he right foot on lo the acceier- 
ator to "blip*" it, while simultaneotuly 
shifting down a gear. The advanta^s 
are twofold: It makes for mudi 
soother shifrs, and it cnmpre^s^a inio 
one action the movements of gear 
chan^ and braking, whirii athemisc 
happen iieparatrly and disturb the car 
even more. 

STEERING: Most driven use far, 
far, far too tnuek steering whceL On V9 
percent of comers on Austral ian foadi 
you really need onJy the top ihird of 
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the wheel. Steering^ -tcw^ has another 
hisic njle: Use the smallest pebble 
amount of it. The more steering lock 
you us€? the ti^are angle the fronr wheels 
assume and the more unbalanced the 
car become^. By straight-lining rornen 
as much as posisible yciu keep wheel 
movements down to the uiereis^t ^midgttL 

Antitlier basic steering fault — and 
probably the worst fault of Au![tralian 
drivers — is the nvzra^v of the hands^ 
The L-platc driving schauLs are mostly 
to blame for this, bfs:3U9p few of them 
teach any proper hand technique at alL 
Ynu see drivers using what w'e call the 
*'Ausiraliaii driver's ctawr* — one 
elbow on the window and the left hand 
at "twn o'clock" on the w^hifcl. You sec 
them holding ike wheel with hands 
togcthnr at "12 oVIock/' or grabbing 
the spake-s. 

The proper area to hold the wheel is 
somewhere heiwccn the ''quarter-to- 
three" atid "five to 12*' (Kssittons. How- 
ever, you cannot he dogmatic aliout this. 
There is no magic about where yoti hold 
your hands. Tn faci^ m many cars I 
drive best at around "five to four." I 
aiso get most cranky with the purists 
who push the "shuJTle" technique, by 
which the wheel ii slipped through the 
handSf which never cross the "12 
oVJocic" point on the wheel. This 
British ' originared techmque, now 
(thankfully) discarded by most 
teachen, is a useless ptertr of miimbo- 
jurnbci lo lypical of much of the per- 
fectionist nonsense writt^ai and talked 
about driving. 

Drivinif ii comnionsense, not style. 

With the hands it is more imptirtant 
wliere they finish, noi where they Mlart. 
M^st dramas in a comer happen on 
the exit — not often on the enirj'. 
So m the exit the hands should he 
well placed, separated by the wheel, 
and in good ^ balance," rendy lo lay 
on any correction needed. Tlie common 
fault of exiting from th^ CDmer with 
both hands together on one side uE 
the wheel is otdy asking for trouble. 

Ml the steering should be over and 



done with on the way into the corner. 
Once you have started leaving the 
rumer there aihoiild be no need to 
diange the steering at all, proividcil 
the car was properly set up in the first 
place. Jiggling with the steering on 
the way out only durtiirbs the balance 
of the car. One should be able to 
5<it up a car for a 60 mph sweeper 
and then sit with the hands still as 
the car exits, 

POWER J Again many roadriafcti' 
towti-c tiers go overboard when they 
lalk alxiut power. To a reasnnahly 
^led driver, power ifl a life-^ver — 
although no one can dcuy dial too 
much powrr hi the h.inds of any novice 
can be fatal. The answer h obviously 
driver training, But, in fact, ilie avcra^ 
driver docs not get into I rouble widi 
excessive power, because lie do«n'( use 
it. To get these facis info perspective, 
one can recall that die injury- and acci- 
dent rate per 10,(XX) Vehicles was far 
higher in l96fMil than it is now; but in 
1961 thf. power output of the Holden 
was just 75 bhp, where now it starts 
»t 11^ bhp and ends af 

Power IS invaluable is the tight over- 
taking Jiiiuations that grow more and 
more freqnciiE m road irafiic geti? 
heavier and heavier. Power is also 
demanded on Australia'^s poor mam 
highways, with ihcir limited overtaking 
opportunities, below-standard lines of 
sight, and generallly lnggledy*piggledy 
side access. 

Bigger lyre scctifHis, better tyre 
design, belter ^iuiipension, and better 
weight dTstrihution have all combined 
to make the car Far more ftable 

and better handling than its prede- 
cMs^ors. I'hus power can be used to 
complement this improved handling — 
not nerejssarily tq go any faster but to 
maintain good adhesion in comers. 
Some pow^f, no matter how small, must 
be kept on as much as possible. You 
should not let a rar **frecT^'hecl" through 
a comer. 



EMERGENCIES: There are emer- 
gencies and emergencies, of dificrenc 
colors atid different kinds. One could 
not describe »hem alL You mttsi be pre- 
pared for anything and have a buiU-in 
alartn system tiiat will trigger off your 
emergency c J Fruits. 

Howcverj one bask trick wiil always 
help in a drama. That is to gel the car 
turtted around if you are going to hit 
snmething. If it is obvious that you are 
going to {^ra&h, try to hit whatever it 
is with the rear of the car, Hit a fijced 
ollject rather than another car^ because 
you nnly add that carV velocity to 
yours. 

• Basy to spin 

So try to bit with the reari for ibis 
distributes the iinpacl belter, yoti are 
farther from the accident, and you have 
(he added resistance of Uie seats between 
you and Ihe collision. 

To spin the car is easier than you 
think, Use the brakoi to get it started 
— gmerally a hard pul! on the hand- 
brake combined wiih a quick spin of the 
wheel will start the car around in a 160- 
degrec spin. You can start it with the 
footbrake, but that requires better 
timing. It is far easier to spin a car on 
gravel than on dry bitumen, so you 
could be better iitatting the spin with 
one pair of wheels on the gi^avcl verge- 
Goierally ^[leaking (if you are bclleti 
in], you arc better off" with the car 
roilmg thaa hitting another car hewl- 
on. 

There h a lot more in driving tech- 
nique — how to jmpTovc lines of vision, 
how 10 handle a car with all wheels off 
the ground, how to handle faigh-spred 
(os-er 85 m.p,b-) cruiaingj and so on, 
but these are of little itse to the nveiage 
motorist. 

However, no matter how far or fast 
you drive, it still come? back to the 
one thing; Driving is not easy. It is a 
diJGcult^ complex task that cannot be 
done automatically, and ynu need only 
let your coorentratioii level iapst for 
half a second and you could be in a 
smoking, mangled wreck.*" 
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DRrVING really comes down 
to one ideal — keeping alive 
driver, passengers, and everyone 
else using the ro^, 

Thifs whai it'* 3]] aljout — not tht 
|ay of pushiiPg a fa^t car ovfj rolling 
country^idfr, or rn^kbg snap uplifts 
with your 3iinngback glorves j^lintiag in 
\hc oidmiDg auolighi, or peeling oil a 
mile and a haU m a mtnu^r wJilt ^ 
adciiiring pa^cnger by your fide. Ju£C 
staying alive. Suir\iving, 

In the process of learoiag iurvavidj 
die expert driver will Autumatically 
icqnire a beautifiilly potisiied technique 
And the very read ability lo handle all 
sortii of speeds in uttf^r safety. But ^ 
the aaturaJ <ikil[ and technique in ihc 
wurld is not ennugb to keep ytm out 
oi accidents if you do not mamh il 
with an unprcgaablc uetutpik of aulo- 
ma tic safety systems which guard 
agajmt the imaUcst exposure to diinp;er. 

Essentially, you muirt l^m not only 
bow in handlr any thing at all that 
happens 10 ymi on the road but also 
how ID stop it happening in the hjtl 
place. This takes a lot ol niggling sell- 
disciplifie Eind imitiing. It a bo means 
paying the penalty of I'cin^ a gnnd 
driver^ in that yoitir safety techniques 
demand ihai you make every allowance 
for ev^ery other driver, which many 
other drwcn will willingly abtjse. That^i 
tough luck^ but that is al«& llie rejjpoasi- 
blUty of anybody e&lllng tbemielveB 50 
advanced driver, 

Basic AtW^ the technique cnnai^^tj of 
reducing the probabilities, the oddi. 
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the unbalanced chantejt, the expoaur«£ 
to danger, and the fuks. Tl>est musL 
be pared dnwn, and par^ down until 
jiai thr slightest rhance remains, so 
(Hal every action on the road triggen 
oif an eq{U.t reAclion froni the driver, 
all done itwiJdy and antiimatically, Thii^ 
with a gocNd driver, happens jjo well that 
the p&m^gers are complrtely ujiqwanr 
of it. A ride with an exfiert should lie 
on a magir c^uud; smooth, untrouhfed, 
and carefree, no matter what the speed. 

The hrsl and most import t itcp 
js to learn to use the inirtteitic "com- 

Euier" capacity of the brain. The 
uman hr^in will absorb an incredible 
amount of djila^ cross- index and tode 
it, and file it aiA'ay for future u*e, 
readily available on demand. But most 
ppople spcmd their driving lives without 
uaing (his ennaordinary capacity for 
memory survival. The brain will not 
accjH'pt information unless it Lt willed 
(o dq so. 

• "Feed" brain 

X hssic example of brain eomputiog 
is that when you were (aught <o drive, 
nobody ever said to you: '^The differ- 
Encc between a dry rr>ad and a wet 
road is that a wei road b blark and 
shiny and slippery/' You learned ih« 
as one of the basic facts of driver sor* 
vi^-al. Similarly, you learn a lot of other 
obvious thinp. all ess^lial to your sur- 
vii,*al and all working ir^m the bf^'s 
computer banks^ The ejft vxx a certain 
(hitig, the message goes to the brain, 
which produces the rei^uired informa- 
tion, and the hAsidj. and fc^C react 
iccordifig to imimctioa. 

But there arc thonwinds and thous- 
ands of tiny itettis of information 
passing you by c^-ery day — informa- 
tion that the computer can use and 
store away for yonr future needs. It can 
be the most in^igDi^cant thing — yet 
whi^ automatkaily r^lcd up ll can 
turn an emergency into a mild e\>ent. 

It may b* the reflection of a certain 
type of leaf which is slippery when 
wci, or the direction a wombat will 
run under headlights, or thr length 
and Juigle of the shadow of a lO-year- 



old child out the froru of a jchool bui 
on a weekday aftemooc. Nothing lit 
useless, but far too many peopk i^ott 
aJl this priceless infnrmaitioo, drh/ing 
automatically with otdy half ihdr 
brsins, adjust ing* their forward prO' 
grcss according fo the position of ihe 
badg;^ oa the boot lid of the car in 
troni. 

This Ls why the assumption thai 
*'c5cperience" makeji a driver can be 
very wrong. Matmjty ntakes a driver, 
bui cKperience is only gained by con- 
cur ions training. 

The nexi lerhnique that an advanced 
driver miisi. leaiti to use autuotatieaUy 
is that of lEuzr^a^euig his ttme for 
dedsionn making. Every half-seeond you 
tan gain in a po^ible emergency Is 
precious time. To dti ibis you must be 
able to trig^*if off ytNur "cnmpuier"* M 
the slightest warning. You must Iram to 
reiaat completely and yet conc^ninte 
fiercely, to be able to switch on the 
onergeni-y warning sy.items instantly. 

A typical tiick, for iiutante, if to 
lift off the throttle when coming up 
to a blind bn?w. If there is jxtmc danger 
OT'OT the otlier gdei it wim^t makfi miuih 
diffenc^dc if you bit it at 6'i or 65 mph* 
but that little "memoi7 jogger" ii 
enough to trigger off the wanting 
systems to the fact that j^mething tulght 
W there, no that when there a you 
are already prepared to deal with iL 
Nine times out of ten there is nothing 
thcre^ but it's ihe tenth time that killi 
you. 

One valuable way of increasing 
decixian-in along time Is to develop and 
nuuntain a "space cushion" around the 
car. This is an area of fret; space on 
all stdei of the car — your ofwn 
personal v;icnuni that you carry with you 
wherever you go. It ii passible to get 
this cocnon organised even in metlium,- 
hcavy irafiic. Its valute is obvious; it 
gives ymi that much more time and 
KpF^ce in which to move and counter any 
emergoicy. Maintaining if is very 
difficult at lirsi, hrcause I be rar has 
to be continually adjusted and juried 
to the traffic flow, but sifter hard 

• C0nimued O¥«rfeorf 
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practice it becomes lutornatic, m thji 
cxiircpt when paaing another car or 
pullrd up &t £tops, thcrt 'is qp othet 
vehicle rioicr thaiij say, 200 teei. 

To Lhc spac€ cujihitm you link a 
jy^em of intufiiainlng escape rouies. 
This ^Uo demanchE comistdiii practice 
lo btrcotiie automatk. Working on tin! 
principle that it i5 always httttt lo 
Jpaw the road and hit a stationary 
object than hit aJiolhcr car and add it£ 
velocity to your own, you should 
monitor the entire road jiirTOimri- 
ingji far uvdry yard you drive, adjusting 
you own iticntal film of the escape 
routes as you j^- 

Onc good exmmple is ihe nose-to-tail 
colli^tion, iurely the mast stupid and 
uselc^ attideat of alL Nobody should 
ever be eTirainally care!^ enough to 
j^l involved in one of those, tstept 
hy hrale faihire or by being hit in ihe 
rtar by a roiiivifay rclrigeralor iruf k. A 
driver commit led to a alream of traffic, 
getting uneasy bec^uw hh space cusMon 
is. being taken away from him, will 
lieighien his search for esfape routes, 
Im monitoring of l^Ughts five cars 
ahead, hh ^rch for reflectiDn^ of atup 
lighut in windscrcenii ahcad^ his Jtss^- 
ment of tiie driver fiehind. 

When the conctrtina sequence starts, 
the qtever driver departs do-^-n Lhc 
gravel verge on the left-hand side, leav- 
ing; the diiver behind anotber c^'s 
kn^h in wtticlL to stop, (lie woc^t 
iBt jt^ of cotirsc — he'll fun iato the 
back of the car tlmi was in front of 
you.) The only trap with tlus is when 
axtoiher clever driver select;* the same 
estrape route and you are both faced 
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with the probUm of stopping on graveL 
The escape route is in^'aJuablc on the 
open rosdr because when link^ lo the 
computer ^y^timi and tlie ipace cnntuon 
it give! lhc good driver & head start 
un any emeiniencici. If, for instance, 
he dropi down into a section of road 
lined on both sidt^ with clay bmks 
with Tw where id go, he will conafiously 
and mstanrly adjust his speed and his 
metabolisni to the fact that he has 
no escape roiiites; his adrenalin sj'siem 
npced& up, his awareness and antic ipa- 
tion s^stemsj gear up, and the hghta 
start fiajthing in his waminj^ sequence, 

• Keep ill control 

Properly used, and if backed up by a 
powerful tiicmory bant of past aituatjons 
all analysed and Eled awsly^ these 
techniques can and will stop accidenta 
evTCTi starting lo devdop. Thi* sounds 
opdmimic or muddled? 

No. The expert dcies not allow 
jdtuattons to get beyond his eonirol, 
does not enter situatinns over which he 
does not ^ready have control and has 
a warning lystcm bo acute that* by the 
time he arrives in any situation, the 
drama or danger which caused the 
si^arm in the ^rsl place either doei 
not tJtisi any more or ha* been 
rou&tered by some action of the 
driver's. 

One very basic and very urttLnary 
example of this technique is with a 
^rry fast car cm a fairly empty road 




and the driver sighting a car coming 
Toward him. The other car fllartjs in 
slow while perhaps half a mile 
with the fiEht'tum rndiea tor flaAhin|f, 
Our good driver checks liie road on 
bis left for the mher car's ptiinc of 
turn, liig mirrors to assess who u behind 
him to get invnlved, and his escape 
routes on both aiders of the r<tKd, mean- 
while auiom;;itically re-establishing the 
clositig speed of the two cat^ and 
getting Jiis warning syBtems organised. 

If tilt otlier car makes its turn acrois 
bis front, having completely under' 
rntiTuated iIic Jipeedr a aitnple s<?rifa of 
predicted actions (done without flurry) 
bting the spe*!d down, flash on the 
headlights, and put the car into balance 
ready for a quick departure off the ix^ad 
if the turning car stopii fialfway over. 

Of CDUrne, one thing the ejcpert driver 
n^usi always remembrr iii tliat the hlg^lier 
speeds at which be h likely to travel 
are greater than other drivers allow 
for. In other words, when the slightly 
careless drivpr puUs put lo pas3 a 
caravan, two [Mn tec hn icons, one sand 
tn^ck, Aiid an old lady on a bkyclc 
a few hundred feet from a blind brow, 
he In allowitig for another car to come 
at him Qvcr that braw at perhapsj 50 
mph, but b totally unprepared for 
HOmeone arriving at 30. 

So the responsibility ii alwjiys on lhc 
faster driver to compensate for thij, to 
give slower ears cvtr>' warning of hii 
approach and intentioflf, and to avoid 
involving anybody eliie in sitwations 
which th^y TL^ight not be able lo handle. 

Fur the same re^on, the good driver 
haj a. serious responsibility toward his 
use of acohol and hiji tLnedness while 
drmng. He hai lo be hon^jn enough 
with hituself to be able to establish his 
limit where alcohol f^egms to iLiflrct his 
systems, or when tiredness rcdurcs bin 
efficiency. Both these thinp will cut 
down the proper operation of all tlieae 
safeguards^ and the attendant danger is 
that the good driver h possibly traveU 
lin^ faster than mo*t and needs 100 
percent efficiency all the liine. 



The problem 
of parking 

^HERE arc many women who 
seem to spend their entire lives 
on this earth driving three times 
aroisrtH each block to find an e-asy 
parking spot. They will never in 
their lives reverse into a lightish spot 
between two cant. 

Tliere really Isn't any simple way 
to learn how tci park, eitcepi to prac- 
tise. Bvir it's a hit disconcerting to 
practise between two ijiher csis, 
because itiistakes can bring the panels 
bealerj rmming. 

TliC trick dial may help is to 
mark rhe top~dead-cefilre of the 
Kir luring wheel — thai ig^ the point 
ae lhc top nf the rim exactly half- 
way across when the front wheel* arc 
dead straight — with a piece of 
colored tape. Then you can use that 
a£ a reference marker in your reverse 
p^kmg. 

Start by posidontng your car 
alongside the front car, but with 
^our rear at a jslight angit inward 
the gap. fiave the TDG marker in its 
uMial place. Keep the right hand 
over it all the time. Using this hand 
to do most of the work aiid the guid- 
ing^ swing the wheel down l<^ft and 
start reversiug in. 

The trick is in stardng to innt 
the wheel batk in centre again, so 
that the caf's rearward arc 
itr^ghtens up to bring it level with 
the gutter,, JQMT car's front clearing 
the rear of the front parked car. 

If you Tuake a mistake, take it out 
and start again, Doit'i jiggle it 
aronnd half^in and half-^>ut of the 
place. Watch that TDC marker and 
njie it your reference point-*

In *he middle of a long sw^eeping bend 
t nearly hit a giaunt figure in ragged 
dodiei standing rij^ht on the Centre 
line, h looked like a cnrpae in rotiing 
shroud, but when £ spufi aroimd and 
drove trembUngJy back there wbls 
nothing there. 

The queiition nf haw i^uieJdy you 
^ould drive on a loog trip is EMir hard 
tp answer. Briefly, you drive as fast as 
you feel comfortiihle and ^fe. Ton 
many drivers tniveJ M 20 rnph under 
wind H'ould he xheir tiurmal cruising 
speed, assuming that this will guarwilce 
taem against accident. 

The average 5pced of alli traffic on 
unre&iriricd roads in N.S.W. has b<»cn 
established by a radar survey at ^3 
mph. Tile speed ionc of 50-60 mph 
includes pcrJutp three--qiiartrrf of all 
traffic. Tn drive well under that is jusi 
as dangen.nis as driving well over it, 
becaujie you force other people to 
involve themselves in «ituatiotis of ynur 
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making, to make dcci^lojiji they should 
(lot have to make, and to alter their own 
"pace." 

The key ti> n^nking gnod time nti a 
long trip is to &top as little as possible. 
A cup ul tea, every hour and a half cm 
^dd two hour^ tu what should be a 
five-hour trip. Reipectahie :iv<jragP! tiin 
he kept by keeping stops t<i iniaitnLnu, 
Hjing the baby qui to dry before yuu 
leave^ refuel at service stJi lions that 
ttnn't have a queue at the puitip^ a^d 
try to (hidge cQmitry-io(wn iralTic lines- 
Expert drh^ers can put up some 
incredible :ivef^^r? on Iting trips, but 
these are generally done hi the sliir of 
the night, with very fasr„ good-handling 
ear^, and with sf^ip^ only for fuel, Ii*s 
not f^art to boaflt of daiag to B 
in fuch'^and^iiu.ch a dme, because the 
odds »ie you're just fooiialdy reck less 
or an cstreraely good driver. TTie latter 
are rare — very rBre, Of 60Q pupils, 
our driving iichool hns accepted six imo 
its final stage — and three of them 
failed tha.t. 

• Paftner liefps 

The longer die irjp and the higher 
the average the better it a to have a 
co-driver. If he h capable and sale, 
yon can have a nap for an hottr or 
then relieve him. Reclining bucket scats 
are first-clflss for thia purpoiie. l*here is 
no reason why a quite-competent 
woman cannot take the wheel for an 
hour on an easy, fairly straight stretch 
while her husband gets a rest. He may 
not fall as{eep» but at least hell re^t 
hisi eyes . . . 

If you're driving at night, you should 
have had the headlight alignment 
ehecked by that friendly garageinan.

1 ration and metabolic level slowly tink 
ZM the miles go by, lapsing into a Jiemi- 
aLLLomatic condition with only the 
jninimum possible direct focus on the 
job. 

It is then that people get killed. It 
w then diat a tituation starts and a 
driver realises his. decision-making time 
has been rut to nothing and it all 
happen! before he caii alert his thinks 
iug pruc esses and hii defensive 
react ]on$. It h probably very safe to 
say that many people have becji killed 
without ever kntiwing what hit them. 

Top drivers have trained themselves 
for yeatM ut the trick of rclasiing nnd 
concenttsting at the same time, to be 
able to drive many miles wiihowt real 
effort — at a peak of low-key hut 
high-intenjity concent radon. Ekewhere 
we talk about how to nmintatn a 
cocoon of pmiertion around die tar, 
but this can be nnlliSed in a mnmeni if 
the level of coucentratton falls. 



This is why Jong; straight roads acre 
more dangerous than winding roads. 
They used to call it "speed hypnosis,'^ 
btir that h the wrong phrase; undcr- 
concentraiion brought on by driving 
below one's natural pace will "switch 
off" the dfi vet's reaction process very 
quickly. 

Any long trip gets tuugher jf the 
children aren^t used to iL Some chil- 
dren, bred oti lenf driven, can read 
quietly in a car for hours and fall 
asleep when they want tn. Others^ 
products of an urban environment, get 
f rantit^lly re$il£$t over a distance. 

There are few things more distract- 
ing — and probably dangerous — than 
for parents strapped-in in die front 
jicat to have two or three youngsters 
making a rumpu^room the back. 
They can be distracted for a time with 
toys and books, and when that fails 
with games like irounting certaiit 
numtrerplatts or watching for sheep. 

Ilssentially the home djjciplme will 
determine how they behave, but it is 
better to rjuiet diem with a hearty 
sitmck than to Imve thetn climbing over 
into the front seat. A child has no place 
in the front compartment of a car. It 
is better to have them cry hrieflv from 
a jilap than to cry for hours over a 
family killed in a crash they might 
have unwiidngly caused.

A bike is very easily "loat" in a 
car^sr blind spot, and the dj-ivrr ran 
decide to change lanes when the bike 
lA right up abn^ide hk rear dmor. 
Always make sure the bike is in an 
area Siear or behind a r;ir where the 
driver can pick it op in his mirror- 

• Watch doors 

Ritrj ran nui down between or 
alongside stopped cars in heavy traffic 
{there is nutliing wrong with ihis at 
all}, bit! you must wialch for suddenly 
opened doors or can vvkoppmg liuips. 
And if this brinj^s you to ih*- front row 
at the traffic iighls, remember that 
a bike of !5Clcc. or less is liable to be 
^vh'amped by the rara accelerating a\^^ay» 
HQ keep h on the inside of the road 
at the lights. 

Watch out for water runtiltig acrosi 
a road, or dirt or tnud dragged on to 
the roadway fioiti a lane or ^tewayi 
these can all upset a bike very easiily^ 
as can tra^njines and cat's cyei. Vou 
tuu£t wiAith road camhi^r and silent 
rops, in case you grotmd a hxupeg on 
thcni (in whirh case, the bite will 
smartly roLatf: and you will be in mid- 
air]* 

Remember that, if you do "lose the 
bike/' it's always best to part com- 
pany With the mae!hfnE, If you go dov^Ti 
with It you a» liable to be lying 
imdemeath a slilUrunning cnjfine *^"ith 
a hot exjhaujii .wstr^m kissing your leg. 
Put the bike down and run away from 
it. 

Modern motor-c^ele*, of course, are 
gejiiirally very ittabk, clean, and eajsy 
to ride. The old black-jarkcL and milk- 
bnr-cowboy image is fant disappearing^. 
Bur the bite-rider h just as vulneribie 
a„>i cver» and he mujst always remember 
ihni he if not always in ihe good graces 
of ear-drivers. *
